A MURDEROUS HUSBAND. 


HE SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND HER TWO SIS- 
TERS AND THEN TURNS HIS REVOLVER 
UPON HIMSELF. 

DANVILLE, III., Sept. 8.—|Special.]—A fear- 
ful tragedy occurred near Ridge Farm this 
morning, which bus thrilled the entire county 
with horror. The perpetrator of the ghastly 
crime, who lies tonight dead in his house, the 
victizn of a self-inflicted wound, is Perry Whit- 
lock, a young farmer not more than 25 years 
of age, and those who fell in front of his dead- 
ly pistol were his wife and two of her sisters. 
It is probable that one of the sisters and his 
wife will die tonight, but it is within the 
possibilities that the other sister can sur- 
vive the terrible injuries inflicted upon her 
by the infuriated assasin’s bullets. It is known 
that Whitlock and his wife did not live very 
happily together, but their quarrels wer of 
such a comparatively trifling nature that no 
one could possibly imagine such a gory out- 
come as this. The killing was accomplished so 
suddenly that his victim s bad no opportunity 
whatever to escape, nor had they any idea of 
Whitlock’s intentions until he appeared before 
them with his revoiver in his hand. All of the 
persons concerned in the dreadful affair are 
among the most prominent people of the 
neighborhood, and this, of course, makes the 
interest in the matter all the more intense. 
After shooting the three women Whitlock 
placed the revolver to his head and 
literally blew his brains out. He died 
at once. He had made general threats 
some time before the shooting, but 
neither his wife nor her sisters had paid any 
particular attention to them. It is the general 
idea that Whitlock wes not in his right mind 
when he committed the deed, as be was not a 
man inclined to rashness or violence of any 
kind. He had been very gloomy and despond- 
ent, and this morning was more downhearted 
than usual. He went about his work as was 
customary with him, and atter breakfast went 


out of the house to the stable without saying a 


word to anybody. The three women were in 
the house pursuing the round of their daily 
duties when he came in. Suddenly and withb- 
out warning he drew a revolver and fired at 
his wife, the bullet striking her in the breast, 
and then turned the weapon on her sisters, 
each of whom received a buliet in the body. 
He then went to the rear of the house and shot 
himself.

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The Brokers Made Fearful of the Town- | 


ship Warrants hy Examination into 
Indiana Methods. 


The special dispatch from Vincennes in rela- 
tion to the swindling operations of the school 
trustees of Daviess County, Indiana, published 
in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, created great excite- 
ment among the Chicago dealers in school 
supplies. In the course of the day it became 
evident that the impression in school-supplies 


circles here was that a man named R. B. Pol 


lard was the smooth man who had insin- 
uated his way into the donfidenee of the trust- 
ees to such an extent that they bad issued the 
alleged fraudulent warrants. He is described 
as a man about 45 years old, with black hair 
and beard slightly tinged with gray. It is said 


that he has for some time represented him- . 


self as an agent for A. P. Davis &Co., and bas 
been known to sell maps in that capacity for 
$50 each, the real cost of which was about 
$2.50. In these cases the trustees ought to 
have received a handsome percentage of the 
profits. 

Moreover, some time ago a échool-trus- 
tee from a certain townsbip in Indiana 
came into A. H. Andrews & Co.’s store on Wa- 
bash avenue and, it is reported, said that he 
had been induced by Pollard to give a warrant 
for $15,000 for school supplies on consideration 
of receiving $3,500 as his commission, and that 
the supplies were supposed to be coming from 
Davis & Co. Afterwards the trustee realized, 
he said, that be bad committed an error and 
tried to make reparation. He made a clean 
breast of the matter to the County Superin- 
tendent, who came with him to Chicago in 
order to get the warrant and give back the 
$3,600. They went to Davis, who told them 
that he had received no paper of that kind. 
Mr. Davis was seen yesterday by a reporter 
and said that Pollard had never been an ageat 
of hia, but had at different times sold his 
goods, just as he bad sold goods for other houses 
in Chicago. He had bought some of his paper 
and held a small amount of the warrants issued 
by the defaulting trustees. The amount, how- 
ever, was so small that the loss of it would ob- 
casion him noinconvenience. Men from Pink- 
erton’s Detective Agency are said to be search- 
mg for Pollard, who seems to be rather a mys- 
terious personage. A cierk in an Indianapolis 
bank told the manager of a firm here that Pol- 
lard had $28,000 on deposit at his bank and 
that he seemed to haye acquired it within the 
last six months. / 

TRYING IT IN CHICAGO. 

It seems that the absconding trustees of 
Daviess County liked the easy method of mak- 
ing money so well that they came to Chicago a 
few weeks ago to try 
At any rate, Charies H. Brown, a trustee who 
is now missing, Came into the store of a promi- 
nent dealer in school supplies and asked if 
they would give him a commission on any 
goods be might sell for them. He was answered 
in the affirmative, and a few minutes 
later introduced two men as School Trustees. 
The manager gave them in charge of a sales- 
man, who five minutes later reported that he 
bad sold them a bill of $8,000.. The trustees 
of course wanted time to pay for them, and a 
school warrant was regularly drawn up and 
signed by them. At this juncture Brown de- 
manded his 20 per cent commission—$600—in 
cash. The manager told him that he would 
give the money when the warrant was duly 
authenticated and the goods had been shipped, 
or be would give bim an order for it then. 
Nothing would satisfy Brown, however, but 
cash on the spot, which being refused the 
trustees countermanded theirorder. The deal- 


ers in school supplies say that Brown had as 


much power in Indiana as seventy-cight men 
would have in Illinois. For instance, they say, 
he was the trustee of twenty-six schools, and 
combined the positions of Treasurer, Auditor, 
and purchaser; that all orders were drawn 
upon himself; that he made all purvhases, 
and that there was absolutely no check 
system at all. In this State, on the 
other hand, the purchasing committee con- 
sists of three men, and they are checked 
by the Treasurer of the township, through 
whose hands all orders have to pass, and who 
disburses the money in payment thereof. A 
number of dealers said yesterday that they did 
not think any firm in Chicago had been con- 
cerned in the swindle. Some of them migbt 
have been deceived by persons representing 
themselves as their agents. That, however, 
was a circumstance which they could not heip 
and for which they could not be blamed. For 
some time there has been suspicion of Indiana 
orders on account of a change in their wording 
so that the insertion of “supplies which have 
been received made the paper negotiable at 
banks. This clause was so unusual in these 
certificates and created such comment among 
the dealers that they have of late been rather 
chary of taking Indiana orders. 

Probably all the school-supply bousesin the 
city hold more or less of these warrants. It is 
not their custom to sell them, but they deposit 
them at banks as collateral and collect the 
money on them when the goods are delivered. 
It is not impossible that those who hold the 
warrants in this way can recover. They will 
simply send down their goods, and in case the 
2 per cent limitation of the indebtedness of the 
township has not been exceeded the warrants 
will be good. 
exceeded the houses wili be out the commis- 
sion which they have paid. It is not impossible 
that when the man, whoever he may be, who 
bas been conducting the operations saw that 
he had nearly reached end of 
hig - string he, in collusion with 
the trustees, issued a large number of 
fraudulent warrants and came to Chicago to 

as much money as possible, with the 
agreement that the spoils should be divided. 
The latest warrants issued are probably en- 
tirely fraudulent. They have been sold at 80 
cents. No dealer in school supplies would 
take a warrant at 80 cents, because they know 
that unless there is fraud connected with it 
the warrants are worth par value. If it was 
the pian of the trustees to have this agent, or 
whatever he may be, raise the money and di- 
vide with them they were evidently disap- 
pointed, as be seems to have left them in the 
lurch in Canada without a penny. No fraudu- 
lent warrants, it is believed, are heid by any 
Chicago school-su firm, nor was any firm 
here aware that re was any wrong-doing 


going on. 
AMONG THE BROKERS. 

A member of the firm of N. W. Harris & Co., 
brogers, said: It came out a few days ago 
that fraudulent Indiana township certificates 
had been placed in the market during the last 
year to the extent of several thousands of dol-

HOOSIER DEVELOPMENTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 8.—[Special.)— 
The illegal iesue of township warrants or or- 
ders by the three trustees of Daviess County 
to a very large amount and their subsequent 
flight to Canada have been instrumentai in 
bringing to light a gigantic swindiing scheme 
which is known to have been practiced in sev- 
eral counties, and there is at present no means 
of ascertaining how extensive the operations 
have been. An attorney of this city who has 
just returned from Fountain County says that 
a large amount has been issued from 
that and Vermilion Counties, and a 
dispateh from Posey County announces 
| the discovery there that George D. Rowe, 
who for fourteen years was a trustee, bas 
issued $8,000 of illegal warrants. From the 
best information that can be obtained Mr. R. 
B. Pollard, who for more than a year has been 
a resident of this city, is the chief conspirator 
in the scheme, and it was principally through 
his operations that the orders were issued and 
‘placed upon the market. He came here about 
a year ago from Greensburg, where be stood 
wellin the community, and was indorsed by 
the banks as a man who met his obligations 
promptiy and was financially responsible. His 
business was selling school supplies, generally 
to township trustees, and he acted as agent for 
a number of bouses, principally located in Chi- 
cago. He lived with his wife and son at the 
Occidental Hotel, and kept an account at one 
of the city banks, where be deposited Govern- 
ment bonds to a consideruble amount, and from 
them obtained a certificate, which he freely 
used, that he was apparently a man of means. 
He and his family left the city a few 
days ago, saying. that they were going 
to Boston on a visit, but informa- 
tion has since been received that 
he is at Hamilton. Ont. His son Frank was 
also engaged in business with him. The sys- 
tem by which be perpetrated the swindle was 
most plausible and easily calculated to catch 
people of aspeculative turn, who wanted to 
make a goodinvestment. It was in the nature 
of a conspiracy with r trustees, by 
which it was agreed that they should issue to 
him obligations of the township ostensibly tor 
school furniture and supplies which were never 
delivered, and that he should dispose 
of these on the best possibie terms 
and then divide the proreeds with 
them. His method of operation was very 
shrewd. He would goto some capitalist or to 
some banking bouse and tell them that he had 
soid a large amount of supplies to a certain 
township, and as it had no money on band at 
present he was compelled to take its orders 
payabie after the collection of taxes next year 
I. e., in December, 1886. He represented 
that he could not afford to hold them 80 long, 
and, as there was a considerable profit in the 
transaction to him—for instance, 30 per 
cent—he was willing to sell tho 
orders at 15 per cent discount, while all the 
time they were drawing 8 per cent interest. If 
doubt was expressed as to their genuineness 
or legality he readily allayed it by showmg a 
_certificate from one of the most noted lawyers 
of the State that they were legal obligations of 
the township. And then he would offer to let 
the orders remain with the would-be purchaser 
so that he could investigate the matter. The 
latter, in almost every case, wrote direct!y 
to the trustees, who were in with 
the steal, and, of course, they 
answered the orders were all 
right. In several cases the County Clerks were 
asked as to the valuation of the property in the 
township, the tax levy, etc., and in almost 
every case the answers were satisfactory. Hav- 
img thus disarmed any suspicion that might 
have existed, Pollard bad little trouble in dis- 
| posing of bis orders. It was believea that his 
operations extended into many counties. While 
there 4 — present no means of getting any 
idea of how much the swindies will aggregate, 
itis thought they will reach well up into the 
hundreds of thousands, 

WILLIAMSPORT, Ind., Sept. 8.—Joln B. Claw- 
son, trustee of Warren township, Warren 
County, is reported as having issued fraudu- 
lent warrants to the amount of $40,000.

POISONED PROPLE. 


A DEMAND FOR AN EXAMINATION OF THE 
STOMACHS OF THE DEAD PERSONS AT ST. 
JOSEPH, ILL, 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Sept. 8,.—[Snecial.]—The 
+ Supposed poisoning case at St. Joseph, near 
here, resulting in the death of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hiram Peabody and Miss Belie Hasty, as re- 
ported last night, continues to create the 
greatest excitement in that community. There 
is an urgent demand now that some of the 
bodigs shail be exhumed and examined for 
poison. It is found today that young Cyrus 
Peabody obtained a license for marriage with 
Miss Hasty two months since, and the wedding 
‘was, prevented by his parents. On the other 
hand it is said that Miss Hasty was taking 
medicine for her long illness, and that may ac- 
count for the package of poisen found pinned 
to her undergarment after her death. 

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 4.—| Special. |—The 
family of Policeman John McEvoy, who live on 
Franklin street in this city, have had a narrow 
eseape from death by poison. Yesterday morn- 
ing they drank freely of milk which had been 
delivered as usuai by their regular milkman. 
Within afew bours three children and Mrs, 
McEvoy were seized by violent cramps, and 
vomited a dark, brownish substance. For 
some time their condition. was critical, but 
prompt measures brought them relief, and to- 
day they are thought out of danger. Other 
families on the same street were supplied by 
the same milkman, but suffered no bad effects. 
The milk used by the McEvoys was noticeable 
only for a slight smell like that of a melon. 
The pail which held it stood for some time out- 
side of the house, and it is believed that some 
enemy of the policeman improved the oppor- 
tunity to poison the milk and to get revenge 
by killing his family. The case will be in- 
vestigated. : 

Emporia, Kas., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—It will 
be remembered that a few days since there ap- 
peared an interview in which Dr. Scott of Kan- 
sas City said that Walkup, in company with 
another man, had called last December for 
medical advice, saying that he had been taking 
arsenic as medicine, and asking what the phy- 
sician thought the effect would be. ‘The iden- 
tity of the man who was with Walkup at that 
visit has been sought for without success until 
now. Mrs. Walkup has just received an im- 
portant letter from a Louisiana man, 
editor of a paper called the Sentinel. 
Several women who called on Mrs, Walk- 
up beard the letter read before its pub- 
licity was suppressed by her attorneys. 
The correspondent interviewed the callers and 
Mrs. Walkup today, and obtained the substance 
Of the contents of the letter.

Meeting of Friends of H. B. Hurd to 
Urge His Candidacy for Su- 
preme Court Judge. 


Paying the Enumerators—The Young De- 
mooracy— Ward Meet- 
ings. 


There was much comment in political circies 
yesterday concerning the election judges ap- 
pointed by the County Soard Monday. The 
Curtiss Election law provides that the judges 
shall be of “fair character, “approved in- 
tegrity,” and able “to read, write, and speak 
the English’ language.” Not one-fourth of 
those appointed by Van Pelt & Co. can be 
properly described as coming within these con- 
ditions. Some of the persons appointed at the 
instance of Democratic politicians have been 
indicted frequently for various offenses. Many 
of them have done time. and a more numer- 
ous set yet ougbt to have gone down. 7 

Taking the wards in their order, in the First 


there are eight precincts and ten saloonkeep- 


ers as judges. Three of them have been in- 
dicted. One has been indicted for highway 
robbery and for robbing a man in his own 
saloon. Six are gamblers or have been so. 

The Democratic Second Ward judges are all 
of Jim Appieton’s selection, and the Repub- 
lican judges could be improved on. The 
saloonkeepers predominate among them. Four 
of them were indicted iast February. Eight of 
them are City-Hal: employés. 

Among Fifth Ward Republicans there is loud 
complaint concerning the selection of minority 
judges. Such men as C. P. Holbrook, P. N. 
Holiday, Jobn Vogt,George Schaumberg, Frank 
Kneeva, and George Hanneford it is admitted 
are all right, but there are other alleged Re- 
publicans who are said to be all wrong. The 
Democratic judges are, generally speaking, 
no better than they ought to be.“ Half of 
them are well-known *fine-workers.” Most of 
them are Harrisonian euiployés. Of the eighty- 
one, thirty-eight are saloonkeepers and bar- 
tenders. 

The Republican judges in the Sixth Ward are 
first-class men. They can take care of the in- 
terests of the Republican voters. The Demo- 


. Cratic judges are in many instances very tough 


voters. One is an ex-policeman who bad to be 
** thumped’ into decency last spring. Fifteen 
City-Hall empioyés and saloonkeepers and bar- 
tenders are among the Democratic judges. 

One can look in vain among the Democratic 
judges selected for the Seventh Ward for a 
man of “fair character and approved integ- 
rity.“ and wuo can read, write, and speak 
the English language.“ Saioonkeepers, bar- 
tenders, concort- saloon performers, and 
“young tougus are in the majority. 

Some of the Ninth Ward fine-workers of last 
spring are retained by the Democrats. 

The minority Fourteenth Ward judges could 
be improved upon. The. Democratic judges 
are either saloonkeepers or Democratic office- 
holders. Eight of them have been indicted. 
In one precinct all three judges are officehold- 
ers. Iu another father and son act as judges. 

The Seventeenth Ward has for years been 
run in the interest of a faction. The Sweeneys, 
O’Malleys, and Barretts have theirown way 
there. The uncles, cousins, nephews, and 
brothers of the combination furnish the judges 
and clerks. They are not overscrupulous; 
some of them are under ban now. All of 
tnem will stand watching. 

THE SUPREME COURT NOMINATION. 

A number of the younger members of the 
bar, mostly former students at the Chicago 
Law College and pupils of the Hon. Harvey B. 
Hurd, held a meeting yesterday afternoon in 
the rooms of the Law College for the purpose 
of indorsing Mr. Hurd as a candidate for the 
Supreme bench. About seventy-five of the 
youngest attorneys in the city were present. 
Mr. Sigmond Zeisler presided. The latter read 
a set of resolutions eulogizing the character 
and legal attainments of Mr. Hurd, and advis- 
ing the people to place him on the Supreme 
bench. These resolutions were adopted unani- 
mousiy. At the suggestion of Mr. F. H. Col- 
lier, who was to have been inthe chair but 
came too late to obtain that honor, everybody 
present constituted himself a committee ot one 
to urge upon the Republican managers of his 
ward or district the advisability of nominating 
Mr. Hurd. The meeting then adjourned, sub- 
ject to the call of the President. 

One of the men present at tho meeting said 
it had been called at the request of Mr. Hurd 
himself, and was intended as a start for a 
strong movement in his favor. About 300 in- 
vitations had been issued to attorneys to at- 
tend, but the response bad not been as liberal 
as had been anticipated. 

A reporter inquired of ex-Representative 
Frank Riddle as to the significance of yester- 
day's meeting in favor of Mr. Hurd. I ͤ don't 
think much of it,“ he replied. Mr. Hurdisa 
mostexcellent man ana would certainly be an 
ornament to the Supreme bench; but people 
experienced in politics have very grave doubts 
as to his political availability. We on the West 
Side are pretty unanimous in favor of Mr. 
George W. Stanford, and I think he will get 
the nomination, as he is very strong in Lake 
County and ail over the district. Judge Upton 
will loom up as a very strong candidate, but in 
the end a Chicago man will be chosen, as it is 
generally admitted that at least one of the 
Supreme Judges should be well experienced in 
the practice of Chicago courts and familiar 
with the business methods of the city.”

THE BIG STOCK COMPANIES MUST CONFORM 


TO THE LAW REGULATING THEM—CHANGE 
IN THE “JOURNAL'S” EDITORIAL MAN- 
AGEMENT. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 8.—|(Special.]—At 


the meeting of the State Board of Equalization 


this morning the Auditor laid before the board 
the delinquent return of the Cairo & Vin- 
cennes Division of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pa- 
cific Railroad for the gear 1885. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Railroads. 

Mr. Mellor,’ Chairman of the Capital Stock

Of these about 100, being 
since notified, compiied with the law by com- 
ing before the committee and making the 
sworn statements required, but many of these 
have squirmed considerably before domg so, 


and tried in every conceivable way to avoid . 


complying witb the edict, but to no avail. Mr.

Speculations as to Illinois OfficesPraise 
for Oberly—The Oattlemen' 8 Black 
Eye. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 8.—{Special.]— 
The statements concerning the silver compro- 
mise negotiations in Washmgton have not 
been accurate. Neither the President nor the 
Treasury officials will assume responsibility 
for the compromise on which they are bent. 
When Warner proposed his plan Secretary 
Manning and Treasurer Jordan assented to a 
compromise, but attacked many of the 18. 
The disputed points were discussed and it was 
finally agreed that representatives of all the 
factions represented in Congress should be 
called upon to help in the work ot 
harmonizing. The ‘Treasury officers are 
formulating their views, as are many 
Others interested, and the various 
elements are said to be drawing nearer togeth- 
er. Whatever part the Treasury people take 
will be unofficial, and their official utterance 
will have no bint of compromise but simply 
proclaim that the: silver dollar must go. It is 
not true that the issue of a silver certificate 
redeemable at the market value of silver bas 
been determined upon. This point is still in 
dispute, as is the denomination of tnese cer- 
tificates, The Treasury officers will oppose 
lower denominations than $20. 3 

It is stated at the Treasury Department that 
the only significance of the recent cancellation 
of silver certificates to the amount of about 
$15,000,000 lies in une fact, as shown by experi- 
ence, that the certificates of large denomina- 
tion are practically wortbless as a circulating 
medium, The notes destroyed were $500 and 
$10,000 certificates, and it is proposed in case 
they shall be required to replace them with $10, 
$20, $50, and $100 certificates, as the latter are 
much better adapted for general circulation. 

|The New York Times states that the President 
has outlined his silver policy. Cleveland, it is as- 
serted, will advocate in his message the suspen- 
sion of the coinage of silver dollars. The consent 
of the bonanza kings is to be obtained by a propo- 
sition for the continuation of the purchase of bull- 
ion. Certificates are to be issued representing the 
market value of bullion at thetime of its purchase, 
and these certificates are to be redeemapbie at the 
quotation reigning at the date of presentauon.] 

A CLEAN SWEEP COMING. 

Secretary Lamar spent the afternoon and 
evening with the President, dined and drove 
with him, and discussed changes in the Interior 
Department approaching as close to a clean 
sweep as the law allows. If current reports 
are to be believed Interior Department offices, 
from the chief clerkship down, and land agen- 
cies, Indian agencies, etc., are to be changed 
as rapidly as possibie and with a view to possi- 
ble effects upon the State elections. Secretary 
Bayard is also loaded with a list of contem- 
plated changes in which a large proportion of 
the appointments are likely to go where they 
will be of most use from a partisan standpoint.

as resembling a clean sweep. 
IL. INOIS SPECULATIONS. 

The Chicago offices cannot possibly receive 
the attention of the President for some time,”’ 
said Col. Lamont today.

The lists of 
applicants for positions in the foreign service 
not yet filled show at least twenty Illinoisans, 
and every grade from the Austrian mission to 
the Argentine consulship is reprosented. 
McClernand, Palmer, Diller, M. M. 
Miller, and Andrew Jackson Hunter 
are among the number either applying 
or thought of for diplomatic bonors. What 
further recognition Illinois is to receive in this 
direction is a mystery, but a leading State De- 
partment official said today that Secretary 
Bayard did not consider her quota as being ex- 
hausted. 

Gen. Black is besieged as constantly by 
officeseeckers as any ot the officials. People of 
all classes and soldiers from every State seem 
to rely upon him as being able to provide for 
theni without any trouble. The reports of his 
office and his private correspondence would, 
it is asserted, show a larger number of 
Illinois applicants for appointments than 
there are positions in the pension service. 
**Evory Democratic veteran in Illinois.“ re- 
marked a Pension-Office employé, seems to 
think that Gen. Black can find him a soft offi- 
cial berth.“ Gen. Black's crusade against Miss 
Sweet is still watched with interest. Recent 
develupments have not, it is authoritatively 
asserted, injured her in the eyes of the Presi- 
dent, and the prospect of her serving out her 
term is at least as good nowas it has ever 
been. 

Gen. Sparks, Commissioner of the Land-Of- 
fice, returned today benefited in health by his

BiG CHIEF OBERLY. 

The Council Fire, a journal devoted to the in- 
terests and rights of the Indian tribes, speaks 
in terms of the highest praise of the. policy of 
Indian Inspector Oberly of Illinois in regard to 
the Indian schools. Indian education will, it 
says, Make great progress during his adminis- 
tration, owing.to his superior talent, culture, 
and executive ability. The Council Fire in- 
dorses his recommendation that Indian schools 
should be near the reservations, but not under 
the control of Indian agents. It agrees with 
him in declaring that the literary and industrial 
education of Indian cniidren affords the only 
solution ot the Indian problem. 

THE CATTLEMEN ARE GOING. 

Indian-Commissioner Atkins bas received a 
telegram from Capt. Lee, agent at the Chey- 
enne and Arapahoe Indian Reservation, in 
which he states that up to the present time 
60,000 cattle have been driven off the reserva- 
tion. About 50,000 yet remain, but they are 
all moving out, with a single exception, where 
the owner has not yet been able to secure 
another ranch. The agent believes that this 
individual means to leave, but says that if bis 
sinverity is doubted his stock will be removed 


by the Government. Altogether Commissioner 
Atkins says he is satisfied with the condition of 
affairs on the reservation., 

A gentleman who is interested in a cattle 
ranch in Kansas, near the Indian Territory, 
returned trom a visit to.bis ranch today. He 
said: ** When the Executive order for the re- 
moval of all herds from the Cheyenne and Ara- 
pahoe reservation was issued there were 
about 240,000 head of cattle on the reserva- 
tion. With the exception of a few thousand 
all have been removed.

THE INDIANA TRUSTEE SWINDLES. 

A moral, or rather a very immoral, epi- 
demic has broken out among the township 
It recalls a similar 
visitation that appeared last spring in the 
vicinity of Chicago. There is this difference, 
however, between the two cases: that the 
amount involved by the action of the Lilinois 
trustees was a drop in the bucket as com- 
pared with that pocketed by the Indiana fel- 
lows, who are now flocking over into Canada 
in such large numbers that there will soon 
be a very handsome colony of them in the 
Dominion. Their peculations run up into 


| the hundreds of thousands, and, like the 


operations in this neighborhood, largely af- 
fect the school interests. It may be that in 
such portions of Indiana as Daviess and Posey 
Counties, where schools are not considered 
as consonant with genuine Democracy, the 
oftense is lightly regarded; but every day 
refugees are turning up from other counties, 
and, as a dispatch to Tue TRIBUNE ex- 
presses it, There is some fear that, like 
milk-sickness, this trustee business may be- 
come epidemic.” 

The modus operandi of these swindlers 
has already been fully explained in the col- 
ums of THe Trisune. It is sufficient to 
say that warrants for school supplies, paya- 
ble ten years hence, were issued, and con- 
tracts were made with the trustees to deliver 
the goods whenever they were ordered; in 
other words, goods not to be delivered for 
several years hence were paid for in advance 
by warrants drawing interest, which warrants 
were sold to bankers and syndicates at a 
heavy discount. One case will furnish a fair 
illustration of all. An agent or middleman 
worked three trustees in one township for 
orders amounting to $8,000. These were 
sold to a bank for $5,000, the agent paid the 
trustees $4,000, and kept the other $1,000 for 
himself and the school-supply house he rep- 
resented. The markets are now glutted with 
these orders, which are worthless, of course, 


hind them, and through the action of the 
trustees the taxpayers have been taking in- 
voluntary options on goods that they do not 
want and which will not be delivered even 
if they should want them at some future 
time. 

Of course it now remains to be seen 
whether these warrants are good or not, and 
this will involve endless litigation. The 
brokers who have invested in them may be 
innocent in the matter, as they were only 
seeking investments for their money. They 
may have had the most implicit faith in the 
validity and legality of the warrants and no 
suspicion of concealed rottenness in the 
action of the trustees. If they are decided 
to be illegal it will be a heavy loss to the in- 
vestors. If they are decided to be legal it 
will be an equally heavy loss to the tax- 
payers of these townships. In any event, 
now that the attention of the people has 
been called to the corrupt business, it will be 
their own fault if they do not demand of 
their Legislature such an amendment of the 
State law controlling township trustees as 
shall curtail them of their present irresponsi- 
ble powers and surround them with such 
checks and drawbacks that they cannot steal 
the townships blind. A desire for the en- 
largement and improvement of educational 
facilities, especially in the Democratic coun- 


J ties of Indiana, is commendable, but the zeal 


of these trustees outruns the demands of the 
dense ignorance that prevails there, not to 
take into account the blighting moral effects

The injustice | 
is all the greater since the great concerns are 
made up of English and Scotch capitalists 
who pay no taxes in this country, but think 
it a fine thing for the Government to furnish 
free grass to alien cattle kings. The 
impudence of these foreign capitalists is 


‘sometimes amazing. They began the 


practice of fencing the public do- 
main, but now that their herds have 
grown larger they want a wider range, and 
are enthusiastic about the removal of all such 
inclosures. American stockholders in some 
of these companies have protested in vain 
against the high-handed course adopted by 
the alien cattle barons, who have persisted in 
their plans with genuine John Bull obstinacy. 
Their general theory seems to be that Ameri- 
cans and Indians have no rights they are 
bound to respect. 

It will de time enough to start a hurrah 
about reforms when measures are taken to 
stop the spoliation of Indian lands, not mere- 
ly in one place, but throughout the Indian 
country, and the alien cattle barons are com- 
pelled to pay a fair lease for pasturage on 
the public lands, Any applause about the 
order for the removal of the fences is prema- 
ture in view of the suspicion that such action 
will not benefit a single settler, but will oper- 
ate to the advantage of some of the great cat- 
tle syndicates that show no disposition to 
cease their spoliation of public lands. 


FIGHTING A WAR WIDOW. 

The Indianapolis Journal aptly character- 
izes the recent removal of Mrs. Isabella De 
La Hunt, Postmistress at Cannelton, Ind., 
as an infamous infamy.“ The epithet does 
not exaggerate the character of the action of 
the Administration. The Cannelton Post- 
Office of itself is not of sufficient conse- 
quence to make much of a stir in polities. 
Probably few persons outside of Cannelton 
ever heard of it before, or care a straw, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, who manages it;

She has given such 
satisfaction to the people of Cannelton, of all 
shades of political belief, that there was a 
general hope expressed that she would be 
allowed to retain the office, especially as her 
husband was a Democrat. So strong was 
public sentiment in her favor that Con- 
gressman Kleiner of that district at first re- 
fused to listen to the spoils-hunters when 
they demanded the office. Thereupon the 
local paper commenced abusing the Con- 
gressman and brought such a pressure to 
bear upon him that he secured the position 
for its editor, who will now probably 
be able to eke out a living upon the 
petty salary, which by every consideration of 
justice as well as by every rule of the civil 
service which the present Administration is 
alleged to champion belongs to the soldier’s 
widow. Surprised at her removal, the lady 
wrote to Mr. Kleiner asking the reasons for 
it, He replied: Evidence deemed suffl- 
elent to cause your removal has been filed. 
It was ordered on account of partisanship 
shown in the conduct of the office during 
the campaign just closed.” ‘The lady was 
not satisfied with this sweeping declaration, 
which not only offered no charge or specifi- 
cation against her, but was tantamount to a 
slander, and answered Kleiner’s letter with 
Had the Government,” 
she wrote, seen fit to remove me without 
alleged cause, as it had an undoubted right 
**to do, I should remain silent; but when I 
am sacrificed by falsehood I may be ex- 
‘“‘ensed if I protest against it.“ She then 
indignantly challenges Kleiner to give the 
name of her accuser and demands that the 
backbiter of a woman shall publicly substan- 
tiate his charges. In concluding her letter 
she says:

Hence I appeal in this public | 
manner to the honor and consciénces of all 
honest men and women to condemn, as I know 
they must, this infamous attempt to do me an 
injury. I say to the Government: Take your 

post-office, but not under false pretenses. Do 
this and 1 will utter no word of compiaint, how- 
ever unjust it may appear.“ Excuse me, my 
friends—you who bave known me from my 
childhood and are witnesses of my daily und 
officia! life—excuse me if I manifest some teel- 
ing over this wrong. I cannot help it. War, 
with its natural and inevitable results, struck 
down my husband, my protector and support. 
It was the act of an open foe, on the fleld of 
battle, whom I try to forgive; but that the 
Government to preserve which he sacrificed his 
life should connive with secret assasins and 
false witnesses to strike down bis family with- 
out ah 13 of vindication is a National 
disgrace and an act too cowardly and base for 
absolution.

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SHERMAN’S REPLY TO HOADLY. 
In a speech at Lebanon, O., yesterday, 

Senator Sherman made an effective reply to 
Hoadly’s cant about “waving the bloody 
shirt” and ‘‘ reviving sectional issues.” Sen- 
ator Sherman insists that when Gov. Hoadly 


was brought to face political outrages which | 


he could neither deny nor palliate he owed it 
to himself to attempt some other form of re- 
ply than by using the cant phrases found in 
the mouth of every barroom loafer. Talk 
about *‘ waving the bloody shirt” is a form 
of argument suited to the lowest grade of in- 
tellect found in the Democratic party, and a 
man of Hoadly’s ability would not resort to 
it unless brought to face political crimes 
which he could not deny and for which he 
dared not propose a remedy. In his ex- 
tremity he resorted to the sneers and gibes of 
third-rate partisan cant. 

Why did not Hoadly attempt to show that 
the charges of political crimes in the South 
are false? Why did he not venture to assert 


there is no usurpation of political power 
in that section by which the vote of an ex- 
Rebel is made equal in power to that of two 
Northern men ? Hoadly knows as well as any 
man in the United States that neither of these 
propositions could be maintained, and while 
virtually admitting the wrong he resorts to 
quack phrases to silence protests and justify 
party crimes. In his zeal for the Democratic 
party he repudiates the doctrine of equal 
rights which he once labored to establish, and 
has become so craven that he will make no 
protest when the vote of a Mississippi Rebel 
counts for twice as much as that of any voter 
in Ohio. 

Senator Sherman quotes the recent declara- 
tion of George W. Cable that if the 6,000,000 
biacks in the South were to give place to 
any sort of whites exactly their equals, man 
for man, in mind, morals, and wealth, pro- 
vided only that they had tasted two years of 
American freedom, and were this same sys- 
tem of tyrannies attempted upon them, there 
would be as bloody an uprising as this conti- 
nent has ever seen.” Yet Hoadly seems to 
think the sense of justice so low in the peo- 
ple that they will not permit even a protest 
to be made against wrongs so grave that they 
would be wiped out in blood if perpetrated 
against any class of white men. Why is it 
that the Democratic party demands that these 
wrongs shall not even be mentioned in pub- 
lic discussion? Senator Sherman gave the 
answer when he said: Mr. Cleveland is 
now President of the United States instead 
of James G. Blaine by reason of these 
crimes.” As political crimes are the basis 
of present and prospective Democratic suc- 
cess, all protest against them is to be treated 
with gibes and sneers. 

Senator Sherman proved that Southern po- 
litical outrages concern white men in the 
North fully as much as tile blacks in the 
South. The ex-Rebdela vote for themselves 
and for the colered men as well, and thus 
hold a usarped power in Congress and in the 
Electoral College. In many places in the 
South the vote of one man is equal to that of 
half a dozen in the North in the adjustinent 
of National power. The Constitution pro- 
vides that if the right to vote is denied any of 
the citizens of a State the basis of repre- 
sentation shall be reduced in the proportion 
which the number of such citizens bear to 
the whole number.” This is the remedy which 
must and will be enforced unless the South- 
ern States cease the attempt to rule the coun- 
try and partially disfranchise Northern men 
by means of political usurpation. If it is 
thought that the people will submit to the 
outrages perpetrated ’on the colored people, 
it is certainly not to be supposed that they 
will consent to an ex-Rebel having two votes 
where a Northern man has one. Sneers 
about ‘‘ waving the bloody shirt“ will not 
induce the people of the North to permit the 
country to be ruled permanently by usurped 
power. 


THE WOOLLEY INTERVIEW. 

A representative of the Utica (N. Y.) Her- 
ald recently caught the well-known Ohio 
Democratic leader, C. W. Woolley of Cin- 
cinnati, en route for home from the Adiron- 
dacks, and got an interview from him, which 
was printed in Monday’s TRIBUNE, and 
which will make the Hoadly Democrats 
wince as they read it. The interview turned 
largely upon the political situation in that 
State, but«prior to expressing his views on 
that topic Mr. Woolley told several tales out 
of school from his own knowledge as to 
events preceding the pending campaign. 

As far back as 1876 Mr. Woolley observed 
that the Tilden men ‘‘against Democratic 
protest () were pouring money into Ohio.

. CHEAP OR DEAR BREAD. 

It is believed that the cheapening of an 
article of food leads to an increase in con- 
sumption, which is approximately proportion- 
al to the diminution in price. This is un- 
doubtedly true of animal food, as the history 
of our market for many years past abundant- 
ly testifies; but there is same reason to think 
that the rule does not hold good with regard 
to wheat, the exception being more strongly 
marked on the other side of the Atlantic than 
in this country—and that, for reasons which 
are easy to understand, though the fact seems 
to have generally escaped notice. 

The great majority of the people in the 
British Isles live from hand to mouth.“ 
They are in receipt of a sinall weekly wages, 
which, as a rule, is spent within the week, 
and in not a few cases is all spent before the 
earning of an additional sum. Of course 
there are exceptions to this rule, as shown 
by the deposit accounts of the English sav- 
ings banks; but with the majority of those 
who help to consume the food that is received 
from abroad the routine of existence is strict- 
ly to spend as you go.” And unless with 
those of them to whom whisky or beer is the 
first requisit, the great supply to be cared 
for is that of bread. They must have that, 
People now alive can remember how about 
the terrible times of scarcity that marked the 
close of the war with the first Napoleon 
the lack of wheat was partly made up by the 
use of barley, and even beans, for bread- 
making; while the potato was partly called 
upon to fill the remaining void. But by the 
time of the next great food famine, thirty 
years later, the people had become more 
dainty, and insisted upon wheaten bread. 
From that time on it has been their staple of 
food. When wheat is high and bread dear 
little bésides that article enters the house- 
hold, while when it is cheap a part of the 
weekly wages is expended in the purchase of 
meat, cheese, butter, and vegetables. The 


eating of the latter partially satisfies the 


hunger, so that the stomach does not need so 

much bread; and we thus have the apparent 

contradiction that the people of the United: 
Kingdom eat more bread when it is dear than 

when it is cheap. 

Looking at the case in this light we are 
able to account for the fact that the present 
severe depression in prices here does not call 
out a better export demand for our wheat and 
flour. It would do so if other things were 
high in proportion, but they are not; and itis 
safe to say that a considerable reduction from 
the current price basis would not materially 
increase the British demand for wheaten food 
either from the United States or from the 
other countries which are anxiously waiting a 
chance to sell their surplus on the same terms 
as are asked by sellers here. It follows from 
this line of reasoning that those who claim we 
must reduce our prices to a point where 
Europe will take the stuff do not under- 
stand any too well what they are talking 
about. The only increase in the export move- 
ment which could result from a marked de- 
cline would be that due to the filling of 
orders that rest hefe on named price-limits 
below the current market, and would be filled 
before the party on the other side of the At- 
lantic had time to cancel them. The volume 
of such possible transactions could not be 
much more than a drop in the bucket when 
compared with the immense aggregate of our 
visible supply; and the people of this coun- 
try must simply be prepared to hold the prop- 
erty which they have produced till it is 
wanted for consumption. The price at which 
itis safe to do this is a point that must be 
determined by the trade, and is a legitimate 
subject for speculation; but in regard to the 
fact itself there can be little question that it 
has been stated correctly above.

A WRITER in a New York paper suggests 
the following plan to prevent fatal mistakes by 
druggists: It is known that there is a ‘max- 
imai dose’ for every poison, which means that 
not more than a certain quantity should be 
administered at one time. That quantity varies 
with the poison; for morphine it is about half 
a grain. Now, my proposition is that the re- 
ceptacie for morphine in daily use, which must 
be near at hand, shail, by law, contain only 
prepared powders, none of which shall exceed 
the ‘maximal dose,’ In such a case there is 
hardly a possibility of a mistake occurring; 
but even if there should be it would not be 
attended with fatal results. Apothecaries will 
in time find it for their own convenience to 
keep smaller doses of morphine prepared in 
the same way, and which are generally pre- 
scribed—for instance, one-quarter, one-sixth, 
one-eighth of a grain, etc.”’

Constitutional Convention for the southern 


half of Dakota, provided for by an act of the 
last Territorial Legislature, met here today. 


Nearly all the délezates have already arrived. 
and their appearance indicates that the conven- 
tion will be composed largely of men of ability 
and wisdom, weil qualiſled for the important 
work of framing a proper Constitution for the 
coming State. It has been thought in some 
quarters that because of large numbers of men 
new to Dakota public life having been selected 
for members of this convention its work would 
be rude and unfatisfactory, put I predict 
that this body will produce « model iustru- 


can proudly present for the consideration of 
Congress. The convention will not be without 
experienced men. It will be fortunate in bav- 
‘mg the ripe: counsel of Chief-Justic Edger- 
ton, Gen. Hugh. J. Campbell, Judge G. 
C. Moody, and a number of other del- 
egates whose training has fitted them well 
for constitutional labor. Dakota’s representa- 
tive bodies seldom lack for men of broad 
‘culture and inteliectual calibre, and this one 
will be at least fully up to the average. The 
Tear expressed that people were 
losing interest in the movement of the Con- 
stitutional Convention if an important point. 
Such an impression has been created by the 
‘fact that the discussion of the convention’s 
probabilities was for a time not very active. 
‘The membership of the convention was 
settled as long ago as June 13, and 
during the period since that date it 
| was but natural, all preliminaries 
‘having been settled, that discussion should 
| practically cease. The interest in the miove- 
ment will revive with the meeting of the con- 
vention. The people have long recognized the 
necessity existing for better government than 
a Territorial condition can confer, and any 
‘agency which promises to bring Statebood 
nearer cannot fail to secure their earnest 
attention. leading question claiming con- 
sideration of the delegates tonight relates not 
merely to the work of creating a good Consti- 
tution-—-the problem of the ultimate result of 
this Statehood movement is the great one, 
which embraces all those related to it. There 
are not wanting those who predict. failure, 
through the refusal of Congress to recognize 
the work now to be done, but the friends of 
the movement urge that the attempts made to 
enter the Union by other methods have failed 
répeatedly, and that the plan now 
proposed ought, therefore, to have 
1 practical trial. The failure of 
the convention movement two years ago is 
cited by the doubting, but it is answered that 
there is no similarky between the two in essen- 
sential matters. he other convention was 
called without authority, and no practical steps 
were taken after its close. This one 
was authorized by a law which passed 
the: Territoriai Legislature uanimousily and 
that law provides also as was recommended by 
Tas Trreune, Jan. 18 last, for the election of 
State officers under the Constitution and 
United Senators and Representatives; so that, 
with a State Government ready to put 
in motion, the duly elected represent- 
atives of nearly 300 South Dakotians 
may demand admission with powerful empha- 
sis at Washington. It is believed that if such 
a crisis in Dakota's affairs is reached and agita- 
tion for admission is then renewed the people 
of the United States will understand the mon- 
strous wrong and will elect a Congress which 
willdo Dakota ample justice, so that even if 
this movement zuould fail of immediately se- 
curing Statehood it will do what inactivity will 
not do—it will create such a sentiment in the 
Nation at large as will overwhelm in the 
near future those who stand in the 
way of Dakota’s entrance into the 
Union. People of Dakota are confident 


„that when once their brethren of other States 


understand the Dakota question relief from 
territorial vassalage will speedily come. The 
desire therefore is to elevate that question to 
the dignity of a National issue if Congress con- 
tinues to deny the citizens of Dakota the right 
of Statehood, and the work of this convention 
should certainly result in at least that 
much. But little caucusing bas been done 
thus far. Party lines will not interfere with 
the organization of the convention. Chief- 
Justice Edgerton will probably be Chairman if 
he will accept. Judge Moody’s name is tre- 
quently mentioned for that position, but the 
services of this brilliant leader in debate is 
needed on the floor and in committee work.

It was over twenty 
years ago that the Government withdrew from 
sale and granted to the Ontonagon & State 
Line Railway Company some 307, 200 acres of 
land along the route of the proposed railway, 
which was to be built from Ontonagon to the 
boundary line between Wisconsin and Michi- 


gan, Since that time but a few miles of the 
road have been built, and the road, with al 
its rights to the land grant, bas been purchased 
by the Milwaukee & Northern people. Settlers 
and lumbermen have gone onto the lands, the 
former believing that their ciaims would be 
ultimately estabhishdd by the Government over 
those of the lumbermen. Nearly all of the 
even sections have been bought up by lumber- 
men for logging purposes at the fixed Govern- 
ment rate, $1.25 per acre, and taxes on the 
property have been regularly paid by them. 
The claims of these lumbermen have been 
hotly contested, but by the decision of Secre- 
tary Lamar it appears that their rights are es- 
tablished.

We have met here under peculiar circumstances. 
Congress has passed no enabling act. The Legis- 
lature of the Territory last winter authorized the 
Deiegates elected from Southern Dakota to meet 
for the purpose of forming a Constitution, repub- 
lican in form, and performing all things 
essential to the preparation of the Ter- 
ritory for moving application to the general 
Government for the @dmission-of such part of Da- 
kota Territory into the Union of States. The 
whole Territory has about 150,000 square miles, 
and if divided on the proposed line each portion 
will have 75,000 square miles or thereabouts. Our 
growth has been phenomenal in productions, in 
wealth and in population. The number of inhab- 
itants of the Territory is now 415,664, as ascer- 
tained by the recent census, of which North 
Dakota has 152,199 and South Dakota 263,465. 
This portion of Dakota has today a greater 
population than any Territory ever admitred 
into the Union. It has a greater wealth and 
pays annually more taxes, it has more organised 
and equipped public institutions than any Terri- 
tory ever had since the tormation of the Govern- 
ment. Under such circumstances is it upreason- 
able that our people should desire admission? Our 
duty here under the cirCumstances may be 
a delicate one, but it is nevertheless 
a plain one, but requiring knowledge, judg- 
ment. and patriotism in its performance. Our 
deliberations should, as I have no doubt they wiil 
be, characterized by the utmost prudence and dis- 
cretion. It ie said by some that our acts will be 
useless from the fact that our enemies will never 
consent to the division and admission. The men 
who thus prophesy most cruelly judge, as 1 think, 
the foremost States of the Nanton. I have that 
confidence in the patriotism, the justice, 
and sound judgment which have generaliy 
characterises the public acts of these leaders 
which induces me to beiieve that they will act 
wisely when this question is fully presented. But 
whatever may be the determinatior ot the Presi- 
dent and Congress of the United States, whether 
in accord with the wishes of our people and 
our best interests or otherwise, we shall ac- 
quiesce obedience, although, if the decision is 
against us, reisctantiy. Let us bring to the 
discharge of our duties all the 
light which experience can furnish us and on thé 
judgment and wisdom which nature and education 
have endowed us with, and probably in the future 
when this Commonwealth has grown to be great

The Seamen’s Union met last evening and ad- 
vanced the wages of sailors from $1.50 to $2.

The gale was accompanied by a 
driving rain-storm. A tremendous sea was run- 
ning outside. During the day a series of severe 
squalls swept across the lake, the wind veering 
from east to southwest. 

A‘large dredge owned by Harry Fox broke loose 
from her moorings in Lighthouse Slip and pounded 
against the dock until a hole was stove in her side 
and she sunk. 

The prop Favorite, bound from Menominee to 
Chicago with five lumber-laden barges in tow, en- 
countered the squall off Grosse Point and lost four 
of. her tow. They arrived during the afternoon, 
but all had lost a third or more of their deck- 
loads. f 

The schr W. O. Goodman, lumber-laden for Chi- 
cago, came to anchor during the storm under the 
lee of Grosse Point. She broke loose from her 
anchorage and left her big anchor and fifty fath- 
oms of chain on the bottom of the lake. Her wind- 
lass was broken. 

The tug Thomas Spear, with two big lumber 
scows in tow, bound from Sturgeon Bay to Chicago, 
parted her tow-line and the two scows went 
ashore near the Northwestern Railroad depot at 
Miiwaukee. The scows had about 1,500,000 feet of 
lumber, a large part of which will be lost. 


Several vessels that left here light Monday night 
put back for sheiter, flying signals of distress. 
sea, however, was running so high that tugs would 
not venture out, and the wind-bound fleet was 
compelled to lie at anchor in the outer harbor. 

Four yachts lying in one of the Illinois Central 
slips came very near being destroyed by a crib 
which had parted its moorings.

SHEBOYGAN, Wis., Sept. 8.—[Special, ]—A three- 
master and steam-barge lie at anchor three miles 
south of here, apparently all right.

AMERICAN PHARMACISTS. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Sept. 8.—The American 
Pharmaceutical Association commenced its 
thirty-third annual meeting here this after- 
noon. George H. Anderson of this city made 
an address of welcome and President John 
Ingalls of Macon, Ga., responded. The Presi- 
dent’s annual report urged the association to 
foster and encourage colleges of pharmacy and 
recommended that examination in common 
English branches be made requisit for admis- 
sion to such colleges. After extending greet- 
ings to the British Pharmaceutical Conference 
in session at Abiiene College, England, the 


most important matters to be brougnt up will 
be the report from the Committee on Unofiicial 
Formulas and Patent Medicines, which will 
recommend that laws be enacted compelling 
manufacturers of patent medicines to publish 
on each bottle or package the formula under 


which the medicine is made. Great opposition 
is anticipated from * large moneyed inter- 
ests involved.

TOOK HIS OWN LIFE. 
A RENT COLLECTOR’ 8S SUICIDE WITHOUT ANY 
KNOWN CAUSE. 

About 3 o’clock Monday afternoon à tail, 
well-dressed young man, apparently about 30 
years of age, engaged a room at the Windsor 
Hotel, Dearborn street, and registered aa I. N. 
Harlan, Wilmington, O. Nothing further was 
,seen or heard of him until yesterday morning, 
when he was found dead in his room by one of 
the hotel clerks. Harlan was lying across the 
bed in a great pool of blood which had oozed 
from a bullet-wound in his chest. The ball 
penetrated the chest nearly in the middle line 
about three inches to the right of the left nip- 
ple, and doubtless caused almost instantaneous 
deathe Anumber of rent receipts; checks, and 
letters which the deceased had laid on whe little 
table in his room showed that he was I. N. 
Harlan and acted as a rent-collector for Baird 
& Bradley, No. 90 La Salle street. Only $3.54 
in money was found in his pockets. In one of 
the vest-pockets was a smali bottle of lauda- 
num with the label of F. M. Williams & Co., 
No. 675 Larrabee street, but very little if any 
of it had been used. 

Friday morning Harlan's wife called at the 
office of Baird & Bradley and reported that her 
husband was sick, and the firm gave him leave 
of absence until Monday. Monday morning 
early Hurian called at the office, looking very 
pale and ill. He told the other clerks that be 
felt very sick, but would be back again at 
10 o'clock. Messrs. Baird & Bradley state 
that the deceased had been in their 
employ as a rent-oollector for about 
eight months, but they had known him for 
three or four years previously as private book- 
keeper for the late C. H. Thompson. He was 
correct in all his dealings, with no bad habits 
that they were aware of, and had their full 
confidence. The address which Harlan wrote 
after his name on the register of the Windsor 
Hotel ic, of course, fictitious, but 1 is under- 
stood that he originally belonged to Ohio. His 
wife lives at No. 169 Lincoln avenue. Pending 
the Coroner’s inquest the body was taken in 
cbarge by Peter Mueller, undertaker, No, 596 
Milwaukee avenue. Itis thought that Harian 
may have committed suicide while in @ fit of 
despondency caused by his sickness. 

Mrs. Harlan was very much overcome when 
informed of her husband’s death. She said 
when he left the house Monday she had no 
idea that he contemplated such an act. It is 
said, however, that an explanahon of the sui- 
cide is found in ‘unbappy domestic relations. 

Harlan had a sister living in Chicago to whom 
he was very muvh attached.

THAT MEDAL FOR BRAVERY. 
IT OCCASIONS MUCH TALK IN TRE POLICES AND 
EIRE DEPARTMENTS. 

The provision recently made for a gold 
medal to be awarded annually to the fireman 
or policeman who most distinguishes himself 
by acts of bravery is atopic of never-ceasing 
interest-to the members of both departments, 
Each is fully determined that the other shall 
not get it, and the year will undoubtedly wit- 
ness some unparalleled displays of personal 
daring and courage, which will, of course, be 
altogether in the line of life-saving. The po- 
licemen will be at some disadvantage in this 
matter, but will have many opportunities to 
do good work at the breaking out of fires be- 
fore the firemen get on the ground. One thing 
will result from this arrangement for reward- 
ing bravery in these two branches of the 
eity’s service, and that is the keeping of a 
record ot instances where, at the risk of their 
own lives, firemen and poiicemen have rescued 
men, women, aud children from what seemed 
certain death. It is strange that in so large a 
city as Chicago, with so perfect a fire depart- 
ment manned by men unsurpassed anywhere 
for bravery and efficiency, there has been no 
attempt to keep anything like 4 record of this 
sort. The last annual report of Chief Swenie 
shows a total of severi persons rescued trom 
burning buildings, but gives no one the credit 
for the work. There is no doubt that there 
were nearer fifty people rescued, but because 
there was no particular effort to look up mat- 
ters of this sort the instances escaped notice. 
A medai presented for personal bravery will be 
worth more to the wearer than a bushel of 
souvenirs won at skating, boxing, bicycle, run- 
ning, and club-swinging contests, and will 
make the mau who wins it a foot taller. The 
medal and the fact that a record of instances 
of courageous and prompt action in lhfe-saving 
willbe kept, and credit given to the man who 
takes the risk, will give a stimulus to the life- 
saving branch of the service that will benefit 
the residents of the city and the members of 
the department. THE TRIBUNE has aiready 
suggested that some one make a donation to 
the city the interest to be used for a meda. for 
the Police Department, so that both the fire- 
men and policemen will feel that one of each 
department is sure of the prize. No one has 
yet manifested a desire to do this, but the object 
is so worthy that it is probabie that the money 
will come soon. If it doesn’t, the city might 
easily provide for one as is done in other large 
cities. 


SPECIAL DELIVERY. 
PROPOSED ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SYSTEM 
WHICH IS SOON TO GO INTO EFFECT. 

Superintendent Donovan of the carriers’ de- 
partment of the Post-Office is giving consider- 
abie thought to the arrangement of a system 
for the delivery of the specially-prepaid let- 
ters which are to be received, forwarded, and 
delivered by the mails after Oct. 1. One of 
the difficulties he naturally encounters is the 
want of any precedent or grounds upon which 
to base his calculations asio the number of 
messengers needed to deliver them. There is 
at present no class of mail matter which 
corresponds in any way to the letters to be de- 
livered under the new system. Although it is 
surmised that many registered letters will be 
prepaid with the extra 10-cent stamp, the sta- 
tistics of that class of letters cannot be de- 
pended upon, for the reason that registered 
letters are known to be the tardiest of ali kinds 
of first-class matter, for they must often miss 
direct connections on account of the necessity 
for delay in order that they may be recorded 
upon the books wherever a transfer is made 
from the care of one person to another, or 
from one mail bag to another. The evidence 
that the public appreciates this delay as being 
incidenta! to the registry system is to be found 
in the frequent efforts of persons to send 
money and valuables without registering them. 

Mr. Donovan says he believes the system 
will prove a valuable adjunct to the post-office 
and that its uses will be gradually appreciated 
by the public. Just what ciass will become 
its chief cannot be told at present. 
Whether or not the business-men will avail 
themselves of its advantages is not known. 
It is a known fact that they want their mail 
promptly delivered, but there is not much 
time lost between the arrival and delivery of a 
letter addressed to a merchant at bis place of 
business within business hours. Each carrier 
on a route makes from four to five trips per 
day, and complaints are infrequent. It is a 
singular fact that no inquiries are made in re-

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IDLE SWITCHMEN. | 
THE TRIVIAL CAUSE WHICH LED TO A STRIKE 
' ON THE FORT WAYNE ROAD. | 


A strike of considerabie importance is wor- 
rying the officers of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago Railroad Company, The switchmen 
employed in the Chicago and Town of Lake 


company is evidently regarded by those inter- 
ested as important enough to warrant the shut- 
ting down of all the switching business of the 
road at Chicago. Following is the company’s 


side of the case: 


Less than a week agoa young man named 
James Correll was put on a switch-engine as an 
-“extra’’ by Thomas Griffin, the yardmaster. 
The man was formerly a brakeman on the Wa- 
bash, knew something of the business, and had 
been promised a job for some time. It seems 
that the extras have their turns just as the 
customers in a barber shop, and the men ob- 
jected to his employment on the ground that 
be was given a place before his turn came, 
several experienced extras being abead of 
him in order of seniority. Sunday the men 
bad a meeting and appointed one of their num- 
ber to talk with Griffin, the yardmaster. The 
story is that the man appointed did not bear a 
good reputation with the company and shen 
he swaggered up to the yardmaster and in- 
quired what he was going to do about that 
mao, he was naturally enough informed that 
it was none of his business. Monday 
morning at 8 o'clock the  switchmen 
struck. During the morning an officer of 
the company went out to tne yards at Fifty- 
fifth street and held a conference with the 
men. He explained to them that the man had 
been given a place for afew days in order to 
give him a chance to learn the business and 
qualify him to take a place among the extras. 
He proposed, as a compromise, that the man 
should hold his position just long enough to 
show that the company had the legal right 
to empioy whom it chose, when he would be 
put in his proper place behind the other 
extras. The proposition was agreed to, and 
the probation period fixed at one week by 
agreement. The men therefore resumed work 
after dinner and worked all Monday night as 
usual. Monday night, however, the day 
switchmen held a meeting. The President of 
the Switchmen's Union, who was discharged 
four yeats ago from the employ of the road, 
and who is for that reason not friendly to the 
company, made a long address, and, being 
a fluent speaker, succeeded in inducing 
the men to demand the immediate 
discharge of the offending extra.“ 
The demand was made of the company yester- 
day morning and was refused. The men, some 
of whom bad gone to work as usual, therefore 
struck work. The striking men number about 
fifty, and run thirteen day engines and six 
night engines. ‘Fhe strike extends from Chi- 
cago to the Fifty-fifth street yards. The road 
has felt as yet no embarrassment trom the 
strike, although if itis long continued the con- 
sequences will be vexatious. There are eight 
or nine yardmasters, and they with their as- 
sistants will be able to take care of perishabie 
freight for the present. There is much dis- 
agreement among the men, and could they be 
reached in the right way the strike would come 
to an end at once. They, however, all belong 
to the union and must stick by each other. C. 
D. Law, Division Superintendent, telegraphed 
from Ft. Wayne last evening that he wouid 
reach Chicago this morning. 

The men held a meeting yesterday afternoon 
at No. 112 Randolph street. They told sub- 
stantially the same story. Correll, they said, 
was totally without experience, and a painter 
by trade. He was put on an engine over the 
heads of several experienced extras. They 
struck Monday, and resumed work the same 
day on the promise that the man would be im- 
mediately discharged. Finding that the prom- 
ise had not been kept they struck yesterday 
morning, and would stay out until their terms 
were accepted. Correil, the man causing the 
trouble, did not want to take his turn before 
the others entitled to a job, but had done so 
on orders from Griffin, who had insisted upon 
it. The strikers numbered about seventy men, 
and constituted the crews of every switch-en- 
gine in the Chicago and Lake yards. No 
freight whatever would be handled, and the 
crews of passenger-trains would be obliged to 
make up their own trains. 

About 4:30 o’clock, while the meeting was 
still in session, a dispatch was received from 
the company’s offices annovncing Su perintend- 
ent Law’s intention to arrive this morning. 
The meeting therefore adjourned to meet at 10 
o'clock a. m. without taking any action.

IF YOU HAVE, YOU CAN BUY A MILK-ROUTE 
THAT WILL NET $123.40 PER MONTH. 


A reporter called at a small cottage in the 
western edge of the city in reply to an adver- 
tisement offering a milk-route for sale. The 
advertiser, clad in a pair of muddy trousers 
and a torn shirt, lay on a sofa, contemplating 
an ambitious toe that had worked its way 
through his stocking. 

„Buy a milk-rowt, eh?“ he remarked, with- 
out getting up; got $500, hey ye? Four-can 


rowt—hundred custimmers—everything, boss, | 


wagun, cans, goes for the money—got $500, 
hey ye?“ Seeming to lose interest in his toe, 
be began to gently stroke his nose, the color 
of which went to show that his knowledge of 
milk was not experimental. 

“Where do you get your milk?” he was 
asked. 

Liberty Junction—farmer—four cans a 
day—$80 a month.,“ he replied, his attention 
wanderimg back to his toe. 

After half an hour of questioning, during 
which the man on the sofa fell asleep twice, 
the following information was elicited: One 
can contains thirty-two quarts, and four, 
of course, 128 
the milkman gets 
8,840 quarts, for 
At the present price of six cents this quantity 
ot milk sélis for 1 which yields a cold 

rofit of $144.40. e amount invested is 

180, which includes the cost of horse, wagon, 
cans, ladies, and tickets. The cost of keeping 
the horse is $12 a month, and a driver’s wages 
are $45, which still leaves a pretty monthly 
profit of $87.40. These were the figures given 
by the laconic advertiser. The milk sold 
Wednesday morning, for instance, comes to 
the city at 9 a. m. Tuesday. The dealer 
keeps it over might and starts on his daily 
round at 3:30 the next morning. By 7:30 a. m. 
he bas finished his route and is ready to go tor 
his incoming supply. Hard work, eh?“ said 
the fellow after giving these details: “hire 
man to do it fur ye— best plan. Money in 
milk!“ he went on in a Col. Sellers fashion. 
The essence of his remarks was that the money 
in milk is made on cream. Cream sells for 20 
cents a quart, and acan of milk yields from 
six to eight quarts. 

‘“Tain’t good to take more’n six quarts 
from it. Take more’n that off an’ there's 
nothin’ but skim-milk left.” Running over 
the figures given by the advertiser, one is led 
to believe that the milk trade is a liquid silver- 
mine. On a four-can route there is $87.40 
profit from the milk alone, and if six quarts of 
cream be sold from each can $36 is added to 
this amount.

First, whether the act of the General Assembly 
entitled An act regulating the holding of elec- 
tions, ete., approved June 19, 2 is or is not 
valid and constitutional s ; second, whether 
vas shanties ta be band te tieake Coenen ihe eameeel 
next after the first Monday of November, 1885, isa 
general county election within the meaning of the 
act; that the decision of these questions is the 
decision of each and all of said causes; that 
the said causes involve questions of the utmost 
public interest to the City of Chicago and Cook 
County; and that it is of great importance that an 
early decision be had, and it was stipulated and 
agreed by and with the consent of the court that 
said causes be advanced upon the docket and set 
for oral argument at an early day. These stipula- 
tions were duly signed and the court set the causes 
for argument Thursday next, the 10th inst. 

There is a general belief that. the court will 
appreciate the importance of this case, not 
only to Cook County. but the State at large, 
and give it the same careful but immediate at- 
tention that it did to the law.creating separate 
jurisdiction for the County and Probate Court Courts.

Government Lands, as Do 
Texas and Mexico. 


The Fences Down and the Cattle Barons 
Driving Their Herds North to 
Free Pasture. 3

President Cleveland has sat down with his 
full weight on the “ hoof-and-hornu "’ magnates 
of the Indian Territory, and bas peremptorily 
ordered them to remove all their cattle from 
the lands leased from the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes forthwith. In this he is right, proba- 
bly, as these Indians only occupy and do not 
own the lands; besides, it is questionable if the 
majority of them assented to these leases, and 
troubie was possible in consequence. Still it 
seems to me that the cattlemen made a good 
plea for time and that the President was un- 
I have some sym- 
pathy for these men because they paid for 
what they occupied and had reason to sup- 
pose they would not be disturbed, and [ do not 
sec why any one should use the land of the In- 
dians or of this Government in a business 
which gives such large profits without paying 
tnerefor, either by lease or purchase. Where 
will these cattie go when they leaye? To 
Texas, where the land must be leased if not 
purchased, or to Territories farther north, 
where fences are down and grass is free. They 
will take the northern route sure unless the 
lateness of the seuson prevent. Why should 
there be free grass for all the world, and the 


English especially, in these Western Territo-> 


ries? Right here is a cocoanut well worth the 
cracking for the milk: These grazing lands 
should be leased subject to actual settlement, 
of course. 

The opening sentence of the President's man- 
ifesto agaiust fences reads as follows: Where- 
as, public policy demands that the public do- 
main shall be reserved for the occupancy of 
actual settlers in good faith, and that our peo- 
ple who seek homes upon such domain shall in 
no wise be prevented by any wrongful inter- 
ference from the safe and free entry thereon 
to which they may be entitled,“ etc. This 
sounds well to Eastern ears, and there would 
be sense in it if the public domain referred 
to was of such a nature that actual settlers 
could or would **seek homes ’’ there under the 
intent and meaning of the Homestead law. If 
the land were like that of Illinois, Minnesota, 
lowa, the eastern portions of Nebraska, Kan- 


sas, and Dakota, or other arable sections of 


the Territories when the Homestead laws were 
passed the text would apply. But now 
with little exception the Government lands, so- 
called, are not arable, they are unfit for homes 
of the kind intended, and the very encourage- 


ment extended to settlers, in connection with 
the past wet seasons, has caused them to lo- 
cate too far West, only to be forced to leave or 
starve when a series of dry seasons comes 
round again. Every one familiar witb the 

lains who bas observed Western seasons for 
the thirty years will understand this. The 
Homestead act was not intended for grazers. 
The general average on these lands is that 
twenty acres will support one steer, or 160 
acres will ‘maintain eight steers. The latter 
would be rather licht maintenance for a fam- 
uy on a homestead where nothing else could 
be raised or grown. The Homestead laws do 
not fit the present public domain, and the 
President’s manifesto will prove as effective as 
the Pope’s bull against the comet, so far as 
hitting the object aimed at. 

A GOOD EXAMPLE TO FOLLOW. 

The State of Texas, coming into the Union 
later and under different circumstances from 
the older States. owns the public lands within 
her borders, and controis them the same as the 
United States does such lands. Jan. 22, 1883, 
the Legislature of Texas passed an act witb- 
s trom sale. and in April fol- 
‘lowimg 3 to provide for their classifica- 
tion, sale, and lease. Under this act pasture 
lands may be leased forranch purposes for not 
less than four cents per acre per annum for 
periods not exceeding ten yeais—sale to have 
preference over lease, and all lands leased to 
remain subject to purchase for actual settle- 
ments in bodies not to exceed 640- acres. 
The purchaser must be an actual set- 
tler, and must fence and build before 
he can assume rights of possession as 
against the lessee; but if it happens that the 
lessee has but one watered section, such section 
shall not be subject to sale during the term of 
the lease. In case sale is made of leased land 
the lessee shall have advance rent refunded, 
pro rata. Noinclosure under lease bordering 
on any stream of water shall be more than 
four miles without an opening to the water of 
at least forty yards wide. Feb. 6, 1884, a law 
was enacted increasing the rent to five cents 
per acre as the minimum, aso one providing 
for gateways in every three miles lineal of 
fence, and the next day another to prohibit 
uniawful fencing and loose herding upon lands 
belonging to others or to the State, and provid- 
ing penalties therefor—i. e.: methods for for- 
cing rents for lands thus used. 

Thus the pasture lands of Texas, to be law- 
fully used, must be purchased or leased, and 
the occupants have to pay for what they get. 
They contribute their share of the expenses of 
maintaining the laws and of protecting them- 
selves as citizens, while the State receives an 
enormous net income from this source. Is not 
this business? and why sboufdn't the United 
States do likewise? especially as it can be done 
without limiting or impairing the privileges of 
actual settiers or homesteaders, whose rights 
can be better protected thereby. 

Even the heathen of the plains, the shiftleas 
Indian, has business sense enough to take pay 
tor the use of his outlying land rather than to 
turn the same over free to aliens and stran- 
gers. The Cherokees, under their Chief, Bushy- 
bead, who, by the way, is something of a 
statesman, have so well managed this lease 
question, and others also, that, as a communi- 
ty, they are tree from debt and they have a 
surplus of-over $2,000,000 invested in bonds, 
the income of which goes to support their Gov- 
ernment. One-haif of their entire revenue 
last year canie from leased iands. They pay 
no taxes ana there is no need for any, simply 
because they have rented their refuse and un- 
occupied lands, as even foois might, and have 


applied the proceeds honestly for the benefit of 


the whole community. 

Old Mexico sells ber grazing land for from 20 
cents to $2 per acre on ten years’ time, or will 
lease tor three cents and upward. She also 
derives a hanfsome income from the latter 
source. As an indication of 
revenue which Texas realizes from these lands 
it bas been lately discovered that nearly 
$2,000,000 of dues for the last eighteen months 
from caitlemen who have been grazing witu- 
out leases have been lost to the State by the 
carelesnese or something worse of the Grass 
Commissioners, and a big row is progressing 
down there in consequence. The Territories 
of the United States, -exclusive of the Indian 
Territory, comprise over 1,000,000 square miles.

They talked with me as 
a cattleman, frankly, and from that side of 
the quesuon. They don’t want fences; they 
laugh at the idea of their being hurt by the 
Fresident's manifesto; they will help him to 
pull the fences down and to keep them down; 
indeed, it is probable that the cattle kings, the 
big ones, got up this cry against fences—work- 
ing it as if the Grangers of Nebraska were being 
misused and cut off from their rights 
as settlers, when already land has been taken 
up far beyond where farming will pay, 
and the settlers thereon must be graziers or 
starve. Pshaw! What these big fellows want 
is a wide range, no fences, and a chance to get 
the best in a general scramble, and they bave 
got it. Capitalists and politicians generally 
get what they want of this Government at the 
expense of our stupid peopie, who usually clap 
their hands ana burrah while being robbed. 
We put a stop to the railroad land grants and 
swindles after many enormous private fortunes 
had been made. Now is the time to go for the 
cattlemen—for these Englishmen. Make them 
pay tor their grass as we do in Texas. That's 
the way to get at them—through their pockets, 
where their tender feelings lie.“ 

EASTERN SENTIMENT IN THE WAY. 

Pursuing this subject further, after my in- 
terview with Mr. Bush, I met an old friend 
who bed been an Indian agent and was inter- 
I said: “Col. ——, 
tell me, please, why the Government should 
not lease its Western pasture-lands on the Tex- 
as plain or some other better plain?“ He 
answered: That can’t be done because ot 
our sentimental Eastern brethreo. — | 
would never allow such an infrimgément pon 
the rights of the aobie red man. But.“ said 
I, the cattle are there and surely they would 
not be 80 likely to interfere with the Indians’ 
rights if confined to special localities as now 
when roaming everywhere?” ‘That may be, 
he said, “but the ‘Indians may now 
go where they please, too, and you 
know barb-fences would be very inconvenient 
for them.“ I asked him it it were true that a 
large proportion of these cattle were owned by 
the English. He said. Tes.“ Then I said, 
‘““Why not make them pay for the use of the 
land—make them lease it?“ O no, that won't 
do,“ said he; we must not let them get a 
foothold in this country.“ For which reason 
we must give them exactly what they should 
pay for?! 80 it seems,”’ he answered, but 
we can’t very well help ite Of course not, 
because he, too, was getting richon “free 
grass. 0 

Recently Mr. Swan of Wyomms, who repre- 
sents English capitalists, paid out $850,000 for 
cattle—all for hoofs and horns—not an acre of 
land, nor a pound of wire, nor a board, and 20 
long as he can keep fences down he need 
nothing. He can drive his cattle nearly to. 
Omaha, and beat even the railroad companies 
out of freight. 

No man in the cattie sections will buy land 
or settle down so long as he can get what he 
wants free. He will take his chances first, and 
the general result is a tendency toward bar- 
barism rather than civilization. If occupants 
were forced to buy or lease, or to leave, they 
would take the lands they needed; thea they 
would have to fence, and civilization would 
follow. Fences would make necessity. for. 
roads and bridges. Locations being perma- 
nent, houses would be built. Such perma- 
nency and the demand for material would 
bring railroads in. Law and order would 
take the 
Poor men could establish small ranches 
or locate farms where land might be 
fit, and be protected in their rights. The 
Government would get a heavy revenue from 
the lands and from general taxes, after regular 
occupancy. There would be an immense de- 
mand for fencing and lumber at first, and in 
due season tor other goods, including more or 
less of farm machinery. All which would set- 
tle Indian matters in due time effectualiy. In 
fine, I believe if this question were met 
promptly by the Government, it would help 
very much to reform the business situation. 

I have given these scattered facts and sug- 
gestions, which are of sufficient importance at 
least to receive the serious consideration. of 
the whole people; but I fear they will fall like 
seed on stony ground, and take no root in 
action.

The crop of oats is the largest on ‘record, 
and that of corn will probably be the largest, 
except in 1878, unless severe frost comes very 
soon. Wheat shows a slight improvement 
over the July estimate, thrashing better than 
was expected. Clover for seed has been in 
many localities nearly ruined by grasshoppers. 

Eau CLAIRE, Wis., Sept. 8.—|Special.|}—The 
corn harvest is about half finished, and the 
crop not damaged by late frosts as much as re- 
ported. There will be more than an average 
yield. Wheat and oats are being thrashed as 
fast as possible.

A MISSISSIPPI BULLY MEETS HIS DEATH 
WHILE TRYING TO PROVOKE A FIGHT.

Baldwin, agent for H. F. Simrall's plantation, 

and D. G. Hankinson, both residing a few 

miles south of Warrenton, in this county, left 
that place at 11 o’ciock for their homes.
